State employee pensions to be studied

^ISE (AP) - The slate of Idaho Is looking in- 
to me possibility of a new pension system for the 
stales public employees, to offset problems 
by Iho fact tlial teachers and all other 
public employees are In the same system. 

An interim legislative committee on personnel, 
headed by Sen. Phil Ball. R-WIIdcr, directed 
Seattle actuary Tom BleaJcncy on Monday to 
^udy the costs of various changes in the Idaho 
Public Employees Rellremcnl System. 

Bleakney will report later this summer on the 
possibility of a new system that requires extra 
payments from school districts and other gov- 
ernmental agencies authorizing higher pension 
benefits lor their employees. 

Based on those cost studies. Ball said he may 


recommend legislation to the next Legislature. 

“The problem now Is that we’re responsible for 
funding the ^stem, and we have absolutely no 
control over salaries and benefits approved by 
the school districts,”sald Ball. 

Batt said Idaho is having problems with the 
fact that teachers lend to start at very low 
salaries, with steady increases until they reach 
retirement age at much higher salaries than 
when they started. 

Other public employees lend to start at higher 
pay scales and remain relatively stable, he said.' 
All are in the same system. 

He also will study the cast of changing Idaho 
from its current “rule of iW” to the “rule of K>." 

Public employees now can retire when age and 


years of service total 90. after at least a 
minimum term of service. 

Bleakney said he had no firm figures yet, but it 
ai^ars that changing from the “rule of 90“ to 
the “rule of IB" would add about 1 percent. to. 
personnel costs ol public agencies.

j Given the strange twists in American politics to 
:day, there are probably some on the conservative 
^ght out there who won’t mbum the passing of W. 
Averell Harrlman, who has served as an ambassador 
iand foreim policy adviser to every president from 
•JFranklln Roosevelt. 


But few can dispute the broad influence Harriman 
jhad on world affairs, and for those of us in Idaho, on 
;the economic development of our state. 


In the first category, Harriman was a long-time 
•oponent of gooa relations between the United 


[States and the Soviet Union. His extensive contacts 
•in the governments of both nations allowed him to 

•function as an effective negotiator. _ _ . . 

- In the second category, it was Harriman In the 
1930s who conceived of and launched Sun Valley as 
the first American ski resort. It was soon a mecca for 
Hollywood stars and it helped-put Idaho on the map 
as a tourist state. 

Today, Sun Valley is a major drawing card for- 
Idaho. It would - be impossible to calculate the 
economic benefit of the resort area to the state. 

Some of Harriman’s contributions were less con- 
spicuous, but at least as important. 

At Columbia University, for example, he establish- 
ed an institute for advanced Soviet studies with a 
gift of $10 million. He was one of the early financial 
hackersj)LNe\vsweek-maga 2 ine,- foundedaa an.alt£r.:_ 
native to the then-conservative journal, Time, of 
Henry Luce. 

In Idaho, family land holdings north of Ashton 
formed the core of land which bechmc Harriman 
Stale Park on the Henry’s Fork, one of North 
America’s premier fishing rivers. 

Harriman once held political office as governor of 
' New York slate, but his influence derived more from 
• his vision than his titles. Born to great wealth — his 
■father, E.H. Harriman, controlled the Union Pacific 
I railroad — he nonethless was no mere dilettante. 
y Into his life, he packed activity and causes. Sun 
: Valley was one of his special projects and it was 
there he learned to ski. On top of everything else, he 
was an accomplished athlete. 


In an age of specialization, Harriman was a 
Renaissance man of public affairs for half a century. 
We Idahoans are fortunate indeed to have been bless- 
ed with his continuing interest.

NEW YORK (AP) - Communities 
need to be more aggressive In com- 
mitting their resources to teen- 
agers, including summer jobs and ' 
other programs and services that 
are sensitive, to adolescents, says 
teen expert Lois Akner. 

"Our ultimate challenge both to 
families and to society is to provide 
an environment that has strocture, 
where teens feel safe and cared for. 1 
and one that also allows them the I 
freedom to express themselves and | 
to actualize their potential." she 
said, 

/\kner, director of Teen Services at 
(he 92nd Street VM-YWHA here, is a i 
specialist in the treatment of ado- 
lescents and their families. She is 
responsible for a number of com- 
munity programs for teens including 
a Teen-Age Suicide Prevention Con- 
ference. She Is on the board for Jobs 
for Youth, a community agency that 
deals with unemployment for 
minority youth. 

Akner explains that adolescence Is 
a transition — like crossing a bridge 
— and spclcly and families must 
provide the sidcralls to that bridge 
so that teens don't fall off. 

"TTie key Is knowing when to 
rescue a teen-ager and knowing 
when to let them feel the conse- 
quences of what they do," she said. 

"Going from adolescence to 
adultho(^ is not a direct path. It's 
full of new experiences and exposure 
to new Ideas. Families have to ex- 
pand their boundaries to allow for 
that: the independence one day. the 
- babyishness the next. U may lake 
several trips around the block to get 
-where they're going, and we have to- 
make their trip rcasonably..^afc." 

In her werk Akner sometimes re- 
quires a written contract between 
the parents, the adolescent, and her 
organization^ This contract lists cc^ 
tain unacceptable behaviors — such 
as those Involving drugs, alcohol and 
clgarcUcs — and’ then spells out the 
consequences of such unacceptable 
behaviors, consequences that are 
strictly enforced. 

Another key to helping adolescents 
approach adulthood is the availabili- 
ty of role models, other than 
parents, to give teens a sense of the 
possibilities of success, site pointed 
out. 

"Who doesn't know about a teach- 


er. a relative or a coach who hasn't 
turned a teen around?” she said. 

Akner was a member of a panel 
here recently on "Motivation and 
Success — As Teens Sec It." spon- 
sored by the Alliance for Youth Oi>- 
porlunlty, a project of the National 
Women’s Ekxinomic Alliance Foun- 
dation In Washington. D.C.

Americans" personal incomes up modestly

WASHINGTON — Americans' personal 
Incomes'rose a' modesl l.l percent in’ the 
first three months of the year, but 
residents of 10 slates actually suffered 
declines in earnings, the government 
reported Mo nday.

'Ihe Commerce Department said energy 
and farm states were the hardest hit, with 
Alaska enduring a 9 percent Income plunge, 
the biggest of any stale.

Industry as companies have cut back 
sharply on drilling plans because of the 
dramatlo'fall in pit prices. 

The weak income numbers cut a swath 


The 1.1 percent overall Increase was 
down from a 1.9 percent rise In the final 
three months of 19S5 and was the weakest 
showing since a 0.5 percent rise in the 
July-September quarter last year. 

Government analysts said the slower 
growth In incomes was a reflection of con- 
tinuing trade-related problems in farming 
and manufacturing and the widespread 
layoffs in the oil industry. 


(h'cralt economic growth has been a 
disappointment so far this year. The 
economy, as measured by the gross na- 
tional pr^uct, has expanded at ah anemic 
2.5 percent annual rate from January 
through June, far below Reagan ad- 
ministration predictions. 

The income gain looked less anemic wlien 
vlewed-ln-conjunction^-wlih-tho-perfor— 
mance of Inflation during the same period. 
In the first three months of the year, con- 
sumer prices fell at an annual rale of 1.9 
percent, pushed down by the drop in energy 
prices. This means that while income 
growth slowed, the money went farther 
because Inflation was declining at the same 
time.

South 
i should cash both hi^ trumps, leav- 
ing the queen at large. He cashes his 
dub kln^ ruffs a dub and returns' to 
bis band to ruff Us last club. Now be 
goes about cashing his sure winners 
and West gets only Us high trump. 

What if trumps bad bem 4-1 with 
noeingleton queen dropping? Then 
-the alam wonld have a trirky 
proposition at best However, there 
is no reason for declarer to go down 
when tramps are $-2 while he is 
worrying abut a possible 4-1 break.
